Bona Fide, Response to Election /Restriction 
1. The reply filed on 07/12/05 is not fully responsive to the Office Action mailed on 
06/14/05 because: applicant has elected Species I (Figs. 13-14 and the unnumbered 
figure on top right corner of Fig. 2) that was not originally elected. Species I is directed to a 
die press system, as shown in unnumbered figure on the top corner of Fig. 2, which does not 
has a cutting pad or an adapter with a cutting pad. However, claims 1-3 and 6, which were 
originally elected by the applicant on 07/27/04 and haven been examined, set forth a die 
press system that includes a cutting pad. Species I does not include a cutting pad. The cutting 
pad is included in other Species (e. g. Species II- V). It should be noted that applicant is 
constrained by original presentation to the claims or invention that originally have been 
examined. In response to the restriction requirement mailed on 06/14/05, applicant has 
elected the Species that has not been originally been elected and has presented more claims 
that correspond to the same Species. However, in response to the restriction requirement 
mailed on 06/14/05, applicant must elect a Species that corresponds to the Species that 
originally have been elected, presented, and examined. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from 
the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY 
BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

It should be noted that applicant traversal of the restriction requirement on the 
ground(s) that that claims 1, 7, and 1 1 are generic is not persuasive. Claims 1, 7, and 1 1 may 
be generic, but different Species have clearly been claimed and each Species, as identified by 
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the Examiner in Office action mailed on 06/14/05, is patentably distinct from other Species. 
Claims 8-10 and 12-16 are directed to a Species that is clearly different from the Species as 
claimed in claims 2, 3, and 17. While the broad claims may be broad enough to encompass 
several Species, but they are not generic as defined by MPEP 806.04(D). Nevertheless, if an 
independent or superior claim that encompasses other claimed Species is allowed, rejoinder 
will be permitted as long as there is compliance with respect to 35 U.S.C., 2 nd paragraph. 

136(a) and the appropriate extension 
fee have been filed is the date for purpose of determining the period of extension and the 
corresponding amount of the fee. In no case may an applicant reply outside the six (6) month 
statutory period or obtain an extension for more than Five (5) MONTHS beyond the date for 
replay set forth in an Office action.
